No Revolver Near Charles 
Brown’s Body, but Police Be- 
lHeve He Took Own Life. 


HAD FORFEITED HIS BOND 
Did Not Appear for Trial on 


Charge of Feloniously At- 
tacking Children. . 


With a bullet wound in his temple, 
but with no weapon near him, Charles 
Brown, 64 years old, of 2119 Eugenia 
street, was found dead in Forest Park 
at 6:30 a. m. Saturday. His body was 
discovered less than 24 hours after he 
had forfeited his bond in the Criminal 
Court, when called to trial for the cap- 
ital offense of feloniously attacking two 


young girls. 

Brown’s body was found by Police- 
men Gibson and Walton, the same men 
who arrested him, May 16 last, on a 
charge of enticing from their home Flor- 
ence Hendershaw, 10 years old, and Lu- 


- cille Hendershaw, 7, children of Mr. and 


Mrs. Jesse Hendershaw of 4983 Arse.al 
street. 

Investigation of the Hendetshaw 
charges led to the filing of more serious 
criminal accusations against Brown by 
Sarah Griffith, 13, and Jean Gallegly, 
14, who lived in the neighborhood of 
the little Eugenia street cabinet shop 
where Brown had bachelor quarters. 

The policemen, when they found the 
bedy, at once recognized it as Brown's. 

A revolver bullet had pierced the 
right temple. Though the policemen 
made a search of the surrounding grass 
and underbrush, they found no weapon. 

While they were searching a man 
came out of the bushes that skirt the 
River des Peres and joined them. He 
said he was a tramp and gave his name 
as Henry Schuester. 

Theory of the Police. 

“T found this man dead about 10 min- 
utes ago,” he sald. “There was a re- 
volver lying near his right hand then.” 

Asked where he had gone after find- 
ing the body, Schuester said he had 
woone to the River des Peres, about 60 
yards away, to wash his hands. Schues- 


~ ter is held by the police in the belief 
that if, as they believe, Brown shot and 


killed himself, Schuester can explain the 
disappearance of the revolver. 

One theory is that Schuester, covet- 
ing the weapon, took it and hid it in the 
bushes and was afraid to tell the police 
what he had done. 

Brown lived alone in his little cabinet 
shop and was fond of entertaining chil- 


-@ren there. Mothers in the neighborhood 


did not suspect that he was anything 
but a kindly old man until the disap- 
pearance of the Hendershaw girls, May 
15, led to his arrest. 

Stories the Giri Told. 

Mrs. Hendershaw called the police to 
her home, May 16, and asked them to 
lovk for her daughters, who had then 
been missing more than %4 hours. Whiia 
the policeman was at the house the 
girls returned.

playing truant for more than a week 
and had been spending their days at 
the home of Mrs. Dollie Harris of 
99456: South Broadway, a friend of the 
family. Asked how they got to Mrs.

North Sixth street. 

In the absence 
of the known 
cause of death, 
the police regard- 
ed his death as probably due to the 
heat. 

An autopsy will be held to determine 
the cause of death. There was nott- 
ing in the man’s pockets, other than a 
letter addressed to the Provident Asso- 


ciation, signed ‘J. B. Reach” that 
might lead to the discovery of his iden- 
tity. 


Albert Deverall, a telegraph operator, 

was overcome by the heat Saturday 
on the Merchants’. Exchange floor. 
Traders carried him into the committee 
room of the exchange where he was re- 
vived and sent to him home in the 
county. 
The heat caused the vitrified brick 
paving on Juniata street between Bent 
avenue and Morganford road to expand 
and break at 1:15 Saturday afternoon. 
The street suddenly cracked with a loud 
explosion, according to _ spectators. 
When the dust cleared away, residents 
found a crack diagonally across the 
street in front of 4245 Juniata street, in 
which the ends of the broken paving 
overlapped each other, having fallen 
back after the upheaval. The grani- 
toid sidewalk on the south side of the 
street had a hump up about six inches 
and the pavement was cracked.

“The weather is not unseasonable and 
is not breaking any records,”’ said 
Forecaster Frankenfield. ‘July is really 
the worst month of the year,. although 
most people don’t think so. It’s mid- 
summer and everybody must expect mid- 
summer weather for awhile.” 

CHICAGO—A gentle breeze from 
the lake today gave Chicago some relief 
from the heat. There was a drop in 
temperature of three degrees between 
9 a. m. and noon. At the latter hour 
the official thermometer. registerd 8 
degrees. 

Three more deaths reported this morn- 
ing brought the heat mortality total up 
to 13. Prostrations have been numer- 
ous. 

PIERRE, 8. D.—Maximum tempera- 
ture was 108. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis.—Five deaths, 
4) prostrations, 10 of which may prove 
fatal, is the toll of the heat wave.

|Case Held Open, So That Right 


of Tribunal to Take Up Issues, 
Will Be Certain. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 28.—The 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana may re- 
main in Missouri and do business on 
good behavior. The Supreme Court 
suspended its ouster decree today and 
the company can continue business, 
subject to the court’s order. 

The court reports this decision 
after an investigation by Special 
Commissioner Montgomery of _ §Se- 
dalia, 

The decision does not revoke the or- 
der of ouster, issued some time ago as 
@ result of proceedings instituted by the 
State under the anti-trust law, but 
merely suspends the order for so long 
a time as the company complies with 
the laws of the State. 

What the Court Decrees. 

The order written by Judge Graves 
contains these provisions: | 

“1. This court retains jurisdiction of this 
case for the purpose of rendering and 
entering therein any further and neces- 
Sary orders and judgments with ref- 
erence to the stay and suspension of the 
writ of ouster herein granted. 

“2. The stay and suspension herein is 
vpon condition that the said Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana shall faithfully obey 
and observe, in the conduct of its busi- 
ness, all the laws of this State and 
especially the anti-trust laws of this 
State. 

“3. That the Attorney-General of the 
State, in the event that said company 
shall after the date of this order and 
judgment violate the laws of this State 
as above indicated, may move for a va- 
cation of this order and judgment, 


Staying and suspending our writ. of 
ouster. | upon such motion may make 
and p: * proof of the charges in such 
motion contained, the defendant having 


the right to also make proof bearing 
thereon. 

“4. The court also reserves the right, 
at any time, independent of the volun- 
tary action of the Attorney-General, to 
direct that evidence be taken pro and 
con, by a commissioner of this court, 
touching the fact as to whether or not, 
after the date of this order and judg- 
ment, the said Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana has been faithfully living up to 
the laws of this State, and more es- 
pecially the anti-trust laws of this 
State, and upon such hearing directed as 
aforesaid, reserve the right to modify. 
change or vacate this order and judg- 
ment, 

‘5. In all suéh investigations the 
proof taken shall be limited to matters 
and things transpiring since the date 
of this order. 

‘6. To the end that the jurisdiction 
of this court may not be questioned, this 
case is kept open, and the jurisdiction 
thereof retained, for all the purposes 
aforesaid. 

“7. It is hereby ordered, adjudged 
and decreed that our writ of ouster, 
upon our judgment of ouster hereto- 
fore entered, is stayed and suspended, 
upon the condition aforesaid until such 
time as this Court may make further 
orders here in.

ANOTHER LABOR TEXTBOOK. 

FEW days ago the Post-Dispatch 
A commented on Andre Tridon’s book, 

“The New Unionism,’’ which is an 
exposition of what is known as Syndi- 
calism—the most modern and radical ele- 
ment in the labor movement. Here is 
another book, “Minimum Wages and 
Syndicalism,’”’ by James Boyle, Ameri- 
can Consul at Liverpool. It is really 
two books bound together. In part one, 
Mr. Boyle gives an exhaustive reyiew 
of the various attempts at passing laws 
providing for a minimum wage, and 
shows the difficulties involved in fixing 
it. Minimum wage laws have been in 
force in Great Britain, New Zealand and 
Australia, in a limited number of indus- 
tries. The effect seems to have been 
that, where the minimum is somewhat

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generous, it tends to become the maxi- 
mum. Where it is low, the average 
tends to be a trifle above it. In the 
United States, only Utah has passed a 
compulsory minimum wage law. It ap- 
plies only to women and girls, the wom- 
en to get 90 cents and the girls 75 cents 
as a minimum day’s wage, with a 64- 
hour working week. 

Part two of Mr. Boyle’s book is a 
great deal more interesting, for in it he 
brings the Syndicalist movement up .to 
date. Minimum or maximum wages do 
not concern the Syndicalist or Industrial 
workers, represented in this country by 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
recently so active at Patterson, in West 
Virginia, at Akron and elsewhere. They 
are the logical successors of the “‘black”’ 


iwing of the labor agitators of the days 


of Marx and Kakunin, the other wing 
having evolved into what is now known 


,as the Socialist party, In various coun- 


tries, seeking its ends through legisla- 
tion. 

During all these years anarchism, as 
expounded by Kakunin, Proudhon and 
Others, has failed to attract the body of 
manual workers, being merely professed 
by a coterie of thinkers and writers. 
But the growth of machinery and indus- 
trial organization, with an apparent 
failure on the part of the political So- 
cCialists to make much headway, has 
made our time ripe for a more or less 
sudden accession to the ranks of an- 
archism. For the Syndicalist or Indus- 
trial Labor movement is essentially an- 
archistic, in that it advocates -.‘‘direct 
action’’ in place of law-making and law 
enforcement. It ts not anarchism in the 
sense of being chaotic, for one of its 


pyaneing principles is the organizing of 


all workers into “industrial” bodies, 
which means that in a certain industry 
every man, woman and child shall be- 
long to the same union, so that all the 
workers in industry shall present a 
united front to the employing class in 
the event-of disputes. And it is the in- 
tention of the ‘‘dreamers’’ who are at 
the center of this hew movement that 
there shall be disputes, and that they 
shall never: be settled until the workers 
have overthrown the capitalistic system 
and set up in its place an organization 
whose units shall be the industrial 
unions formed as above indicated. (Stew- 


art-Kidd.)

Daring Scheme Concocted by 
David Lamar, Recalled by His 
Part in Lobby Inouiry. 


PLANS CLEVERLY LAID 


Rate Address Containing Facts 
20 Crush Steel Stocks Frevent- 
ed by New York World.

NEW YORK, June 28.—David Lamar, 
jeader in many Wall street speculative 
raids and named in the Senate probe 
of the Lovett lobby charges, won the 
confidence of a United States Senator 
fin May, 1910, and got him all primed to 
make a speech in the Senate which 
might have sent Steel stocks tumbling 


and thus would have enabled the 
“shorts” to pick up millions of dollars 
in Steel and other securities. The plan 
might have been successfy] but for the 
New York World. 

It was one of the most ambitious and 
Garing schemes ever conceived by a 
stock plunger. The Senator in question 
was from one of the Middle Western 
giates, a man of considerable influence 
on the Democratic side of the House. 
He had been mentioned as a possible 
- Democratic candidate for the presidency 
{n 1912. He had an unblemished reputa- 
tion for integrity, but was innocent of 
Wall Street’s ways. 

Known as “Judge” Lamar. 

Lamar spent three weeks at Washing- 
ton carrying on his campaign. He was 
registered at the New Willard Hotel 
as David Lamar, but the Senator whose 
cunfidence he: had won looked on him 
as “Judge’’ Lamar. The two men held 
a number of conferences. The Senator 
afterward told the World that Lamar 
‘had told him of intimacies with many 
of the great conservative leaders in the 
financial district and how for many 
years he had been the confidential ad- 
viser of Russell Sage. 

The speech, which the Senator got up 
with such elaborate care, on data part- 
ly furnished, he said, by Lamar, was 
ostensibly on the railroad rate bill, but 
deftly interwoven with the railroad 
statements given by the stock plunger 
were others involving detrimentally the 
United States Steel Corporation. The

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CONGRESS LEADERS 
FEAR EFFECTS UF 
ALL SUMMER WORK 


Continuous Session, Possible on 
Currency Reform, Is Expected 
to Harm Older Men. 


NEW YORK, June 28.—The Sun today 
prints the following story: from Wash- 
ington: 

Leaders in Congress and the adminis- 


tration fear the present session of Con- 
gress will run into the late fall and 
possibly merge with the session that 
will begin the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. 

There are a few optimists, like Rep- 
resentative Hull of Tennessee, who sew 
no reason why Congress should not con- 
clude its labors by the middle of Oc- 
tober, 


Continucus Session Predicted. 

Representative Henry of Texas ex- 
pressed the opinion today that Congress 
probably would remain in session con- 
tinuously until late in the summer of 
next year. In the course of the debate 
in the House Representative Mann of 
Illinois, the Republican leader, made 
the remark that this session would con- 
tinue until December. 

Prophecies as to the duration of the 
session are based on the theory that 
Congress will follow the recommenda- 
tion of President Wilson and enact a 
banking and currency reform law. 

Democratic leaders are in a position 
to force the passage of such a meas- 
ure in the House, but in the Senate, 
where no cloture rule obtains, there 1s 
not any way to cut off debate as long 
as Senators want to talk. Senators 
have broken long talking records in the 
past currency debates, and fear is ex- 


pressed that not even the torrid atmos. 
phere of the dog days or the humidity 
of the early fall months will drive 
them away from the job. 


Heat Fatal to Senators. 
Many Representatives and Senators 
have died as the result of exposure to 
the extreme heat that attends Wasi- 


ington summers. The weather here is 


particularly severe on the elderly and 
there are many men of advanced years 
in both the House and Senate. This ‘s 
one of the causes of concern en th> 
part of responsible leaders. 

President Wilson has never spent a 
summer in Washington. He has heard 
all about the rigors of the midsummer 
weather of the capital, but the members 
declare that he will not appreciate it 
fully until he has had actual experi- 
ence, 

They are hopeful that when the tar- 
iff bill is passed, probably about Sept 
1, the President will consent to ai- 
journment and call Congress in special 
session in October to complete woth 
on the banking and currency bill befcre 
the regular session begins. 

It is altogether likely that at the ap- 
propriate time such a suggestion will 
be made to the President.

Mr. McReynolds’ action in the so-called “white 
slave” cases has made him a burden of embar- 
rassment to the administration. It is now evident 
that he will be a continuing burden of embarrass- 
ment if he remains at the head of the Department 
of Justice. He~has put both the administration 
and the Democratic party on the defensive and 
both of them have infinitely more important busi- 
ness than that of dissipating their energies to ex- 
cuse the inexcusable. | 

It is true that the California case in itself is 
petty and trifling in relation to the great work 
of the Department of Justicc. It is true also that 
the offense charged should have been prosecuted 
under the laws of California and that the courts of 
the United States should never have been com- 
pelled to take cognizance of it.. But these facts 
afford no shelter to the Attorney-General. 

He did not interfere because he believed the 
law had been perverted, but because he believed 
that justice should be administered to suit the 
convenience of Federal office holders. 

It is now plain from the additional records made 
public in Friday’s New Ycrk Times that his in- 
terference was not accidental or even thoughtless; 
but that his order to District Attorney McNab 
was issued after he had received repeated warnings 
that political influence was being used to ob- 
struct the prosecution of the cases. It is also plain 


'ifrom the records that Mr. McNab has made pub- 


lic that it was not Secretary Wilson alone who 
desired such postponement in order that the fa- 
ther of one of the defendants could first have 
time to familiarize himself with his duties as 
Commissioner of Immigration. Mr. Caminetti 
himself had long been seeking such pestponement 
and District Attorney McNab had written to him 
that “your well-known political prominence has 
already brought forth suggestions that the case 
has been continued for political reasons.” 

As late as June 3 the District Attorney informed 
the Attorney-General of Mr. Caminetti’s repeated 
requests for a postponement, and said: 

I have written to Caminetti with the ut- 
most candor and frankness, informing him of 
the condition of the public mind and saying 
to him that both he and this office will be 
subjected to the bitterest public criticism if 
these cases again be postponed. 

The Attorney-General could not well have for- 
gotten this letter when, 15 days later, he ordered 
the case postponed. If he did forget, his memory 
is too erratic to be trusted in the complicated af- 
fairs of the Department of Justice. : 

To make matters worse, the Caminetti-Diggs 
matter is involved with the fuel cases, in which 
the Attorney-General again interfered with the 
administration of the law. We have no doubt that 
Mr. McReynolds’ motives were honorable, but 
here, too, he resorted to the ancient Republican 
abuse of making the enforcement of the law a 
political and personal matter. In an administra- 
tion that owes its very existence to the revolt 
against privilege, such practices are intolerable. 
Mr. McReynolds has given to the enemies of the 
Wilson administration their first opening. He 
has proved to be the weak spot in the President's 
armor. As long as he remains in the office of 
Attorney-General the department will be under 
suspicion. It is the point at which the Wilson 
administration will be attacked at every turn, 
and it is the point at which the administration 
cannot afford to be attacked. In the enforcement 
of the law the country must believo that the 
Wilson administration is beyond all private and 
privileged infiuence. 

Incidenfally, if the Secretary of Labor and the 
Commissioner of Immigration should retire to 
private life with him, we cannot believe the public 
service will suffer ir consequence. 
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It is only the Mexican Central railroad that 
has been Frisco-ed. Mexico itself, which needs 
a receiver worse, has none. 
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BLACKMAILERS OF THE LOBBY. 

The pickings of Washington third house mem- 
bers, barring those Jevoted to sugar and lumber, 
are slim in the present Congress. So far are they 
reduced that they have taken to impersonating 
Congressmen to force retainers from Wall street. . 
Forms of lobby blackmail in the past were in- 
genious enough. The “back-fire” has long been 
an effective and lucrative device. A common prac- 
tice was to procure the introduction of bills for 
the express purpose of earning money by-~killing. 
them. But impersonation of lawmakers was un-, 
necessary. Lobbyists had too many members of 
both houses on whom they could depend. Per- 
mitted to write the tariff schedules of the pro- 
tected interests they represented and wielding the 
power of whole groups of Congressmen, why 
ee ee co he only» atnagte Congress 
man? 

It is not unlikely that the story told by Mr. 
Palmer ‘to the committee was known to the Presi- 
dent when he issued a statement to the public and 
sent a message to Congress on the lobby. But 
whether he knew it or not, the story more than 
justifies the inquiry. It makes “insidious” another 
example of fine presidential precision in the use 
of adjectives.

However, if half the trains which go 
out of this big city are to start where 
they are made up, or out at the end 
of the trainshed, we will refuse to ac- 
cept the result, nor will we abide by it. 
Just a Minute has been telling the rail- 
roads for years that they cannot make 
money carrying passengers unless the 
passengers can find the trains, Since 
we began pointing this out the Wabash 
and the Frisco have gone into the hands 
of receivers, and there are probably 
others to follow. As nearly as we can 
@et at it, the reason is that the trains 
which actually leave the station can- 
not make enough money to overcome 
the losses sustained by the trains whicir 
leave from the immediate yards. If 
the commission will make every passen- 
ger train going out of Union Station

13.--Horseshoes. 


OST people imagine that horse- 
shoes, like other shoes, éome 
in “stock” widths and sizes, 

The hoof of the horse is not 
his foot. 
c¢vérs his foot and protects it. These 
hoofs would do well enough if the 
horse were to traverse soft ground and 
fields all his life; but they have to be 
grotected from hard roads, stones, etc. 

A horse shoe can be madé and fitted 
in 15 minutes. The blacksmith takes a 
straight bar of iron, thrusts it into the 
fire, blowing the bellows violently, and 
makes the heat so intense that it turns 
the fron “white hot.""” When he pulis 
it out of the fire it is almost as soft 
as lead. 

A man with a heavy hammer strikes 
it until it is shaped like a half circle. 
Then it is put ove the round end of 
the anvil and hammered some more. 

The shoe is fitted by heating the tron 
and pressing it on the horse's hoof, 
where it leaves a mark. The hoof is 
Itke leather and the smith pares it 
away, around the mark, preparing it for 
the shoe. The shoe is put into the 
fire again to soften it eo that eight holes 
for the nails can be driven throught it.

Huggins is the only base-runner on 
the local club, according to recent fig- 
ures. Of course it can be argued that 
the Cardinals cannot take chances on 
the bases because they always are be- 
hine the other team. However, ‘the 
fact that they have made more hits, 
and have coaxed more walks than sev- 
eral other teams, indicate that they 
have greater opportunities to attempt 
steals it they only could get away with 
them, 

There are a lot of players on the Car- 
dinal club who can run, who haven't 
stolen their shara*of bases. They know 
how to run, but must yet learn when 
to start.

ident Hedges.

That fact that he belleves Branh 
Rickey is one of the brightest young men 
in baseball should not be sufficient to cause 
him to have the Wolverine coach supplant 
Stovall as the head of the club.
